Labor strife 
grips nation

a variety of labor disputes across the 
United States 
New York City, by a last-minute 
agreement, was spared a crippling tran­ 
sit strike 
Largest of the walkouts was that of the 
International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
with 380 locals embracing over-the-road 
drivers and milk wagon and local 
delivery drivers Negotiations resumed 
betw**en them and representatives of 
Trucking Employers Inc , the truck com­ 
panies bargaining group, at Arlington 
Heights. Ill 
near Chicago 
In 13 western states, truck mechanics, 
represented by the International As 
sociatkm of Machinists and Aerospace 
workers walked out at midnight, charg 
mg employers had refused to bargain 
with them The union represents about 
3 OOO members 
Teamsters shut down their trucks ear* 
Iv today in the first nationwide 
Teamsters strike in history 
The 
economic repercussions could be 
awesome 
Others on the picket lines included 
NBO 
te levisio n engineers and 
newswriters, San Francisco city workers 
and Anheuser Busc h brewery workers 
It was the nation s worst rash of labor 


strife in more than a year The disputes 
centered primarily around money 
Som e 
1.700 te c h n ic ia n s and 
newswriters went on strike against the 
NBC television network at 12 OI a rn 
EST Picket lines sprang up at network 
offices across the nation 
San Francisco city workers, defying a 
court order, went on strike and thou­ 
sands of persons lost their transporta 
lion 
Buses, trolley and cable cars 
halted Emergency crews manned the 
water works, and pickets appeared at 
police headquarters the city hall and 
other offices 
Disregarding a city vote to put a lid on 
some municipal pay. leaders of the city’s 
craft unions called a walkout Tuesday 
night 


Negotiators worked to the wire early 
today but failed to reach an agreement to 
avert the strike bv 400.000 Teamsters, 
who haul 00 per cent of the nation's 
manufactured goods 


Negotiation* stalled early today but 
the two sides called another meeting for 
later in the morning 


Teamsters President Frank Fitzsim­ 
mons said the meeting would be held ‘to 
see if there is any change in the in­ 
dustry’s position " 


‘ We are in the ballpark to be able to 
conclude an agreement,” he said 
Asbestos problem 
may never prove 
major at Grefco 


Editor s note This is the second of three articles on the industrial use of asbestos 
at two plants in Lompoc

Asbestos may never bt* the matter of dire concern with the union at CIrefo Inc , as it 
is with the union at Johns Manville 
The reason is that the rhemical Workers Union Local 146 at J M has information it 
believes proves some of lls former workers died of asbestos-related diseases The 
United Steel Workers Union local at Grefco does not have similar information 


The CW U information is in the form of death certificates, as noted in yesterday s 
story. 
According to medical experts, asbestos-related diseases begin to manifest 
themselves 20 to 30 years after exposure The cancer causing material has been used 
at J M for 25 years while it was used at Grefco for about a 10-year period, which 
started in 1961 
So it would be a few years before a present or former Grefco worker came down 
w<th asbestosis provided the working conditions did not give adequate protection 
In the meantime, the fai t that asbestos was used at Grefco is being forgotten, if it 
was ever known 
For example Andv Banato. a union representative at the plant since 1952. says he 
doe*, md think asbestos has ever been used at Grefco in Lompoc 
American Mutual Insurants* insured Grefco for workmen s compensation from 
I9W to i«#75 Engineering manager for the insurance firm. Eugene Harmon, reports 
asbestos was not handled at the plant 
Ive seen our engineering record* and IGrefco> doesn t use asbestos They may 
have used it before we insured them but during the time we insured them they 
weren’t using it.' hr* said 
However Don Blubaugh operations manager for Grefco s Dicalite Division, states 
that asbestos wa* used in processing at the lamipoc plant from 1961 to about 1971 
Some workers contend it was used until 1973 
The man who inspected Grefco yearly from 1966 to 1972 for the Mining and Tunnel­ 
ing Division of the State Department of Industrial Safety 
now retired Wilford C 
Hart 
knew the material was in use there and was told bv the company that it was a 
minor part 
of their operation 
Ile did not inspect handling safeguards of asbestos taken by the company, nor did 
he test the level of airborne asbestos dust to insure it was within legal limits The 
material wa* used there at a time when it was not known to be dangerous 
he ex­ 
plained 
Blubaugh states that the Lorn pin employes were informed of the dangers of 
asbestos when it was first introduced at the plant As to what they were told, there is 
no one around who recalls anything along that line 
he said 
The Record has been told by several past and present Grefco workers that they 
knew they were working with asbestos ~ either unloading it or handling it in the 
special product* department 
but not that it represented a serious health hazard 
Thev claim they were never advised of its clangers by the company, as any com- 
panv using asbestos ha* been legally obligated to do since the early 1950s according to 
th** industrial *afetv orders under th** California Administrative Code Title 8 
TtnJav the union at Grefco expresses no interest in the past when asbestos was used 
there or what its eventual effects could mean to retired and active members who 
worked at the plant when the material was blended with various products 
The present local president has little knowledge about that time His only concerns 
as expressed to The Record are the possible health hazards today, of which they are 
none at Grefco. he believes 
Since last year the union at I M ha* voiced JiM'p concern about the use of asbestos 
there It began when then-union president Tom McCall attended a regional union con 
lei erne where the Tl.V (threshold limit value) — or in the case of asbestos the 
amount of airborne dust allowed in the working environment - was purported to be 
meaningless 
The TLV levels which are set by federal and state regulations are based on animal 
research or no research at all he was told 
In the puM when the union brouitfit up the subject of asbestos at company safety 
meeting* they were told 
We are within the TLV * The union assumed the workers 
were safe 
A questionnaire was made up and sent out to union members after McCall * return 
Results showed that 211 workers had been exposed to asbestos on the job 
McCall did mg expect the number to be so high 
Vt about the same time a former member presented the union with 14 death cer­ 
tificates of past workers who he contended died of as be st os-related diseases The 
man had collected the certificates as evidence for a compensation claim against J-M 
The union in the last few months has made a number of serious charges against J- 
M and Cal USHA * under the I repayment of Industrial Satety». calling for an indepth 
health hazard evaluation of the plant and the workers 
The charges are 
J M did not inform its workers of the dangers of asbestos until after 1970 
Although J M is required to give workers yearly physicals the company has 
made it a practice of not informing workers when they were developing industrial- 
related diseases 
- An unknown number of workers died unknowingly of asbestos-related diseases 
and their survivors have not received compensation 
Employes may be working in an environment that is not adequately protected 
from airborne asbestos dust and this dust is being taken home on the workers 
clothing endangering the health of their families 
J M has been tipped off b\ someone in ta U IS HA to forthcoming Cal-U&HA in­ 
spections 
These charges and more were put in the form of questions Friday and read aloud 
by union safety committee chairman Frank Garcia in a first meeting in Santa Bar 
kir.i between union and J M representatives Dr David K Parkinson of the State 
Department of Health Dr Lawrence Hart, director of county health care services 
Dr Donald VV bort on director of the Labor Occupational Health Program at UC 
Berkeley, a field representative for Assemblyman Gary Hart. Dave Modisette and 
several interested county doctors 
As reported Monday in The Record it was decided at the meeting that J-M would 
answer all the unions questions in four weeks the in-depth health evaluation will 
begin sum at J M and the county health department will check ail county death cer­ 
tificates of former J-M workers who died of industrial-related diseases since 1951 to 
learn for one thing if the worker's survivors were rightfully compensated

Lebanese 
leftists ok 
cease-fire 


BEIRUT, lebanon (U P I) — Under 
heavy Syrian and international pressure. 
Lebanon's leftist leaders agreed today to 
a 10-day temporary truce in the civil war 
effective at noon Friday 


They warned, however, that peace 
after the brief truce depended on the 
resignation of Christian President 
Suleirnan Franjieh and the implernenta 
tion of demands to secularize the 
Lebanese state 


The 27th truce in 11 months was set for 
noon <5 a rn KST) Friday, suspending 
the war that has claimed more than 
15.700 dead and 33.100 wounded in seven 
tierce rounds of fight mg since last April 


But in announcing his agreement to the 
cease-fire 
leftist 
leader Kamal 
Jumblatt said it could only be a 10-day 
* trial truce" lo give Eranjieh time to 
resign and parliament time to elect a 
successor and begin drafting reforms to 
strip Maromte Christians of their 
favored status in Lebanon through 
secularization of the state 


Franjieh has thus far resisted repeated 
demands that he quit He had to flee his 
palace at Haabda last week when leftist 
forces shelled it

WASHINGTON (U PI) — Wholesale 
prices rose 0 2 per cent in March, a 
reversal of the downward trend of the 
past two months, the Labor Department 
reported today 
Hut the turnaround was no cause for 
alarm among economists An expert at 
the Rure.iu of (*abor Statistics described 
the report as an indication “ more or less 
of stability 
at least by recent trend* ” 


The main reason for the increase were 
rising prices for industrial goods and 
process'd foods which overshadowed a 
substantial I per cent drop in farm 
price* Rut farm prices did not drop as 
much in March as they did during the 
previous two months 
Industrial commodities rose 0.4 per 
cent and processed food costs were upO 2 
per cent in March 
President Ford and his chief 
economists have pointed to the recent 
lessening in inflation as a sign the ad­ 
ministration s conservative policies are 
working

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Army to close eight bases, 
reduce jobs at 20 others 


THE BETTER HALF 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Army today announced plans to 
close eight bases and cut back 
civilian and military jobs at 20 
others in an effort to save $42 
million a year 
Army Secretary Martin R 
Hoffman said 17.759 military 
and civilian jobs would be af­ 
fected. many of them trans­ 
fers F^lans call for 3.600civilian 
jobs to be eliminated 
It was the last of the Pen­ 
tagon s proposals to cut 26,000 
jobs and $200 million from its 
budget 
The Air Force and 
Navy earlier announced plans 
to eliminate a series of bases 
Final decisions on most of the 
Army changes require impact 
studies on environment and 
local economies a process that 
could take six to nine months 
But the Army said an ad­ 
ditional 900 more jobs will be 
eliminated now through reduc­ 


tions in headquarters and 
recruiting commands 
The Army said it plans to 
close the following eight bases: 
Ft Hamilton and Ft Totten, 
N Y 
Ft 
MacArthur. Calif; 
Jefferson Proving Ground. 
Ind . Arlington Hall Station anc,' 
Vint Hill Farms Station. Va ; 
Ft. Buchanan. P R., and Schill­ 
ing Manor. Kan. 
Major reductions are planned 
for Ft Devens. Mass., which 
will lose 80 per cent of its 
troops, and Ft Indiantown Gap, 
Pa , one of the bases where 
Vietnamese refugees were 
housed following the com­ 
munist takeover of South Viet­ 
nam A number of other bases 
would also be affected 
Hoffmann said the overall 
changes would release 1,400 
soldiers from support jobs for 
active combat assignments 
“The military personnel sav­ 


ings equates to two mechanized 
infantry battalions and the 
dollar savings equates to the 
annual mission operating costs 
for two armored divisions." he 
said

Justice William Rehnquist 
was almost totally silent, too 
He was at the opposite pole in 
1972 
He said the court was 
wrong then in striking down 
state capital punishment laws 
a proper matter, he said, for 
state legislatures. 
Those with questions were 
Chief Justice Warren Burger 
and Justices Potter Stewart. 
Lewis Powell Jr and John Paul 
Stevens 
Talking to Prof 
Anthony 
Amsterdam of Stanford Univer­ 
sity Law School, the key at­ 


torney opposed to the death 
penalty. Powell mentioned air 
piracy resulting in 350 deaths. 
or the commandant of the 
Buchenwald 
concentration 
camp of World War II. or pos­ 
sibly a person who drops a 
hydrogen bomb on New York 
City

Ranchers seek April rains

With the natural feed growing

turning to a shade of leathery

and 
hvestockmen of the Santa Ynez 
Valiev are carefully tuned to 
the weather forecasts and look­ 
ing skyward in the hope that 
April will truly live up to its 
name as the month of spring 
showers 
Lack of moisture coupled by 
several days of strong 
gusty 
winds which covered parts of 
the state from one end to 
another, is causing a rapid 
dyingout of the range grasses 
and cattlemen in the area are 
deeply concerned

I guess it just proves that 
lobbying still exists and still 
works." the bill s floor mana­ 
ger. Sen Frank Moss. D-Utah 
said after the 49 45 vote 
Wednesday 
The bill. coasidered one of the 
most important pieces of con­ 
sumer legislation to come 
before the 94th Congress, was 
opposed bv trial lawyers who 
earn sizable incomes from 
court suits filed in connection 
with auto accidents 
The law yers. Moss said “ pin­ 
pointed and went after senators 
thev thought they could put 
pressure on and got the result 
we saw today 
The Consumer Federation of 
America said trial lawyers had 
a war chest of over 1400 000 
land! used their ready access 
to the halls of Congress to 
thwart vital legislation which 
the American public clearly 
wanted and sorely needed 
A similar no-fault bill had 
passed the Senate in 1974 but 
died for lack of House action 
Moss said the prospects for 
passage of no-fault are not 
hopeless but that " it ’s a dif­ 
ficult situation 
He said he 
hopes consumer groups will 


pressure the House to pass a 
nofault bill the Senate still 
could act on this vear 
Many major insurance com- 
(lanies had endorsed the con­ 
cept of setting mandatory 
federal standards for states to 
follow 
in enacting no-fault 
legislation 
Commerce Committee Chair­ 
man Sen Warren Magnuson. D-

The New Jersey Supreme 
Court ruled 7-6 Wednesday that 
the respirator that has kept the 
22-year-old Miss Quinlan alive. 
hut in a coma, for nearly a 
year. can be turned off. if doc­ 
tors and a hospital ethics com­ 
mittee agree there is “ no 
reasonable possibility" of her 
recovery 


In overturning a lower court 
derision in the case, the high 
court erased the possibility of 
criminal charges against hospi­ 
tals or doctors and said the 
standards for medical agree­ 
ment it set would also preclude 
prosecution for civil damages 
"The ensuing death would not 
be homicide but rather expira­ 
tion from existing natural 
causes." said the decision w rit­ 
ten by Thief Justice Richard J 
Hughes 
The court said the hospital 
doctors, who originally declined 
the parents’ request to remove 
the respirator, may feel differ­ 
ently because "we assume that 
she is now even more fragile 
and nearer to death,” but noted 
that if they still disagree, her 
father may be able to find other 
doctors acceptable to the 
hospital ethics committee “ who 
may take a different view ’* 
Karen's parents, both Roman 
Catholics, told a news confer­ 
ence they would consult doctors 
today to determine who would 
form a medical panel accepta­ 
ble to the ethics committee of 
St 
Clares Hospital, where 
their 60-pound daughter has lain 
in a fetal position since April 15 
Quinlan, who replaces a 
court-appointed lawyer as his 
daughter s legal guardian under 
the landmark decision, told a 
news conference rn a church 
near their home in Roxbury.

Under the “ self sufficiency” 
approach, a first class stamp. 
which now costs 13 cents, would 
rise to 19 cents in 1977, 21 cents 
in 1978 24 cents in 1979.

30 cents 
in 1982 32 cents in 1983 and 34 
cents in 1984 
Anderson said the GAO 
favors tying postage rates to a 
government index, preferably 
the Consumer Price Index, and 
cover ing the di fference 
between revenues and costs 
with a government subsidy

A Virginian by birth and 
American 
by
